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Sir: 

This supplement to the previously filed petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a) or in the 
alternative under 37 CFR 1.182, dated August 20, 2003, (hereinafter, the August 20 
Petition) is further responsive to the Notice To File Corrected Application Papers dated 
July 21, 2003, issued in the above-identified application (hereinafter, the Notice). The 
Notice identified that inventors #7, #8, and #11, were identified by initials and not full 
names. 

The August 20 Petition described the process implemented by Applicants in a 
good faith effort to procure the full names of the three subject inventors. Through 
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Applicants' efforts and the efforts of Applicants' attorneys, two of the three names were 
identified and submitted to the Commissioner for Patents on August 20, 2003, under 
separate cover entitled Response to Notice To File Corrected Application Papers. The 
two full names that were provided were Subba Lakshmi (inventor #7) and Venkatarao 
Kandula (inventor #8). The August 20 Petition also described alternative search efforts 
that were being implemented by Applicants in a good faith effort to procure the full name 
of inventor #11. 

At 8:30 AM, August 21, 2003, AppUcants' attorneys received an email from 
inventor #10 providing the full name of the third subject inventor (inventor #11), whose 
name is Kailash Marthi. 

Additionally, at 10:15 AM, August 21, 2003, AppUcants' attomeys received an 
email from an employee of General Electric Co. (GE) in India providing a more correct 
spelling for the name of inventor #7, which is Shubha Lakshmi. 

Accordingly, the three inventor names are: 

Shubha Lakshmi (inventor #7) 

Venkatarao Kandula (inventor #8) 

Kailash Marthi (inventor #11). 

In view of the extreme and unusual circumstances relating to the full name 
identification of three inventors from India who have not been reachable since 1996, 
Applicants request that the present supplemental information also be considered fully and 
timely responsive to the July 21, 2003, Notice To File Corrected Application Papers. 

Since the necessary petition fee of $130.00 under 37 CFR 1.17(h) was paid in the 
August 20 Petition, AppUcants believe that no other fees are required. However, in the 
event the Conmiissioner for Patents deems that any additional fee is required in 
connection with this application, Applicants' attomeys authorize that such fee be charged 
to Deposit Account No. 06-1 130.
